Rift on war averted

BALI, Dec. 15 — The Or ganiza tion ol 
Petroleum Exporting Countries got down to 
tile thorny issue of raising crude oil prices 
Monday evening after heated discussions in 
the morning and afternoon over the Iraqi- 
Iraman war. 

Few delegates were optimistic, however, 
that any general crude oil pricing agreement 
could be worked out before the end of the 
conference Tuesday or Wednesday. 

The gulf conflict dominated the first ses- 
sions Monday at a heavily guarded com- 
pound in Kota, near the southern tip cf this 
lush island. 

Indonesian President Suharto officially 
opened the conference with a strong appeal 
to Iran and Iraqto end their three month-old 
war. “ Let us settle this dispute between us 
Eke we would settle it among brothers within 
die family,” Suharto told OPEC's thirteen 
delegations. 

The disputes Monday centered around the 
question of Iran's imprisoned OQ Minister 
Muhammad Javad Ton guy an, who was cap- 
tured by Iraqi forces last month while touring 
beseiged ofl installations in Khuzestan. 

“ The Iranians insisted that they have a 
seperate item on the agenda dealing with 
th eir minister,” cxpl ained Mane Said Oteiba, 
oil minister of the United Arab Emirates, but 
Oteiba added that the Iraqis “refused any 
attempt to deal with such an item. " . 

Toward the end of the day Iran failed to 
have the item included on the agenda, when it 
was outvoted on the question fay other OPEC 
members. Bat tire Iranians are expected here 
to bring np die issue again during the confer- 
ence. “ If someone wants to make a state- 
ment they- are free to do so, ” said Ven- 
ezuelan - Oil Minister Humberto Calderon 
BertL “ But we do not deal with political 
problems in OPEC, ” he added. 

To onlookers’ evident astonishment, the 
Iranian delegation dramatically unveiled a 


larger than life size portrait of Tonguyan at 
the opening session, placing it on the chair the 
imprisoned minister would have occupied. 

Because of the presence of the delegations 
from the two warring gulf states, security has 
been more than usually tight. For the first 
time in OPEC history, delegates themselves 
were subjected to body searches before 
entering the conference room. Hie Iranians 
and Iraqis, who under normal conditions sit 
next to each other at OPEC meetings, were 
strategically sepe rated here by the large 
Indonesian delegation. 

Belqasim Nabi, the Algerian energy minis- 
ter and outgoing president of OPEC, called 
for an immediate increase in oQ prices when 
he addressed the conference Monday morn- 
ing. An increase is necessary, he said, in order 
to compensate producers for erosion of their 
purchasing power caused by world inflation, 
and to help redirect funds to developing 
countries. 

According to sources here, Algeria, Libya 
and Nigeria are lobbying for a substantial 
increase, perhaps to as much as $40 a barrel, 
in the price of Arabian light crude, which 
OPEC countries use as a reference marker to 
price their own oils. 

That marker was set at $32 last June, 
although Saudi Arabia, standing alone, con- 
tinues to price it at $30. 

Indonesia and Iraq are understood to be 
pushing for a more moderate increase of 
around ten per cent. “ We expect our prices at 
least to keep up with inflation,” Dr. Subroto, 
the Indonesian energy minister, told repor- 
ters Monday afternoon. 

Saudi Arabia’s pricing position here, 
though, differs significantly from that of most 
OPEC members. Sheikh Ahmad Zaki 
Yamani, who has yet to make a public pro- 
nouncement in Bali, said last week that the 
Kingdom would increase its prices to $ 32 a 
barrel if others agreed on a price freeze. 

The United Arab Emirates is also lobbying 
for a freeze. .

Ceasefire appeals ignored 


BEIRUT, Dec. 15 (AP) — Iran and Iraq, 
ignoring all ceasefire appeals, pressed their 
Gulf war Monday inloan 85th day with para- 
troopers battling for Iran’s snow-blanketed 
western highlands and gunners dueling in 
rain- drenched Kbuzistan. War communiques 
reported helicopter gunships took part in 
rocket-firing raids in tunning exchanges of 
long-range shellfire around Abadan, Ahwaz, 
Dezfhl and Susangerd, the four main dries of 
Iran's sou til western Kbuzistan oil province. 

Iran's official news agency. Pais, said the 
fi ghting was particularly heavy at noon Sun- 
day near Abadan, the war-ravaged oil refin- 
ing city on the Shatt Al-Aiab waterway. But 
Pare added that other battles have been rag- 
ing in die last 48 hoars at Shur-Shirin, the 
Kani Sahkt heights and Kojan fronts in the 
central sector of the border. 

Both sides also reported txeneb-to- trench 
para troop combat in the foothills of tire Zag- 
ros mountains. with Iraq daiming it shook off 
a massive enemy counterattack that left 71 
Iranians dead on the strategic bluffs. They 
mirunmiri the main highlands from Iran's 
war-conquered western border to die Iraqi’ 
capital of Baghdad, some 161 kilometers 
farther west. 

Iran d aimed 122 Iraqis were killed at the 
two major war theaters on both ends of the 
batdefront, conceding seven Iranians dead. 
Iraq daimed a total of 96 Iranians and 14 
Iraqis killed in 24 hours of combat. 

A Kuwaiti newspaper said a new issue was 
developing in die Iran- Iraq war that could 
bring about another inter-Arab confronta- 
tion in OPEC and at the United Nations. The 
newspaper Al -RmAl -Aam quoted informed 
Kuwaiti sources as saying contacts were 
under way among all ofl producing Arab 

states of the Golf to support a new bid by the 

United Arab Emirates to recover three small 
Gulf islands from Iran. 

Meanwhile, Iraqi Foreign Minister Saar 


doun Hammadi Monday ruled out an early 
end to the war. He was speaking to reporters 
at Kathmandu airport after talks there with 
King Birendra and other Nepalese leaders. 
He said: “It will end when the Irani side 
decides to be reasonable, to accept a ceasefire 
and negotiate on all outstanding issues. Ibis 
will take some time.” 

According to another report Kuwait has 
denied that it had allowed shipments of 
weapons to Iraq through its territory. The 
chief government spokesman, Abdul Aziz 
Hussein, told reporters Sunday that the 
allegation by the official Iranian news agency 
Pais was baseless. Saudi Arabia has already 
denied unidentified press reports that Soviet 
aims destined for Iraq were being routed 
through the Kingdom. 

The Gulf News Agency reported from 
Baghdad that a personal envoy of Romanian 
President Nicolae Ceausescu arrived in 
Baghdad to meet President Saddam Hussein. 
The envoy mission was not mentioned, but 
Romania bad earlier expressed willingness to 
mediate in the Gulf war. 

Iraqi Vice President Tariq Aziz told the 
Iraqi parliament Saturday that Swedish 
mediator Olof Palme was p la n ni ng a second 
trip to the warring capitals later this month to 
revive attempts to arrange a ceasefire. 


BEIRUT. Dec 15 (Agencies) — Palesti- 
nian commando chief Yasser Arafat has 
described the situation in the Middle East as 
very serious and said there were attempts to 
divide the region. He also told a rally that 
there could be no peace in the Middle East 
unless the Palestinians enjoyed full indepen- 
dence “including the right to return to every 
inch of Palestine” 

Arafat, chairman of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization (PLO). was one of several 
speakers who addressed the gathering held to 
commemorate the 13th anniversary of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine 
(PFLP). 

The Palestinian leader said “we are 
experiencing an attempt to Baikanize not 
only the Arab region, but the whole Middle 
East.” He added that instead of the United 
Sines responding to a five-point plan prop- 
osed by Soviet President Leonid Brc 2 hnev on 
Wednesday on neutralizing the Gulf, it 
. .^^-^t^d^noeotrated optiie Polish situation. 
“ We should undertand what is happening 
in.the world now — we are passing through a 
very serious phase,” he declared. 

Arafat said: “When Brezhnev raised the 
five points on the Gulf they (the Americans) 
did not like it and instead they raised the 
Polish question, because there is a plan to 
Baikanize the region.” 

He added that the presence of the Ameri- 
can fleet in the strategic area “should be 
understood within this context.... “This is 
why we are on the threshold of a serious 
international escalation, and our stand is to 
resist,” he said. 

The commando leader added that he 
wanted to tell both the present and next 
American administrations that “it is difficult 
to ignore the Palestinians. “There will be no 
stability or peace in the Middle East if the 
Palestinians are ignored and unless the Pales- 
tinian people enjoy their firm, national and 
uncompromising rights, including the right to 
return to every inch of Palestine,” he 
declared. 

He also attacked the American-Egyptian- 
Israeli tripartite alliance, and said “the Pales- 
tinians will settle only in one place — Pales- 
tine — and they want back Acre before Gaza 
and Beersheba before Hebron.” 

Arafat rejected all “options” other than 
tfae “Palestinian option.” He said there was 
talk' about Jordanian, European, Israeli 


Labor Party and other options. “There is only 
one option in this Arab region. It is Palesti- 
nian option, that of the Palestinian gun. 
which will establish itself.” he added. 

Arafat meanwhile, has accepted an invita- 
tion from former Japanese Foreign Minister 
Toshiok Kimurz visit Tokyo, Palestinian 
sources said here Monday. Kimura is cur- 
rently in Beirut with a Japanese parliamen- 
tary delegation, which discussed tile situation 
in tiie Arab world with Arafat Sunday night, 
the Palestinian news agency Wafa reported. 

Earlier in the day the delegation visited 
parts of South Lebanon, Wafa said. The 
Japanese arrived in Beirut last Wednesday 
but spent the second half of last week in 
Damascus for talks with Khaled Fahoum, 
chairman of the Palestine National Assembly 
(Parliament), and Syrian officials. 

The PLO office in Tokyo also confirmed 
Arafat visit “possibly in April or May”. A 
spokesman said Arafat accepted an invitation 
la visit Japan when he met Sunday with Kira- 
ura. The spokesman raid ' Arisht 'will spend 
one week in Tokyo in an effort to gain dip- 
lomatic status for the PLO office in Tokyo 
and to seek Japan’s understanding of die 
Palestinian problem. 

OIC aide to attend 
Jerusalem meeting

Israel occupied the dty in 1967 and ever 
since has been changing the city’s Islamic 
character, and in 1969 a Jew set fire to the 
Aqsa mosque, -Islam’s third holiest place, 
after Mecca and Medina. 


Yamani warns: 

Price 

of oil 
may be 

doubled 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15 (R) - Saudi 
Arabia's Oil Minister, Ahmad Zaki Yamani. 
has warned that the price of oil could almost 
double unless the United States begins draw- 
ing on its reserves of stockpiled oil. Time 
magazine, which interviewed the minister in 
Riyadh shortly before be left for Monday's 
OPEC ministerial meeting in Indonesia, 
asked whether the woild could expect a third 
price shock following the major increases of 
1974 and 1979. 

He replied: “ It depends on how you (in the 
U.S.) behave. Your storage tanks have been 
overflowing. If your oil companies act 
responsibly and start drawing down these 
stodts to head off unnecessary panic, I think 
you’ll get through this winter without price 
Increases like those in 1979. If you keep 
stocks at present levels, the price will go up to 
at least $60 a barrel." The current OPEC 
( Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries) average price is $32.50 a barret 

Sheikh Yamani. told Time that damage to 
Gulf oil installations as a result of the war 
between Iran and Iraq was “not that bad." 
The minister added: “Unless the Iraqis and 
Iranians can pump and export some oil the 
war will end very soon. They need the 
revenues.” 

He said it appeared that Iraq could pump at 
least 1 .6 million barrels a day early next year 
and the Iranians probably much less. 

Asked whether the United States could 
protect Saudi-Arabia in a crisis in the Middle 
East. Sheikh Yamani said America would not 
be protecting Saudi Arabia by sending in 
military help. "You are protecting your own 
interests,” he said. 

“If anything happens to the oil fields of 
Saudi Arabia, your economy will be in ruins. 
Our defense should be strengthened and we 
expect the U.S. to give us the help we need” 
he said. Sheikh Yamani said there was a good 
prospect that OPEC would index the price of 
oil to protect it from Western inflation. 
“Indexation is the cornerstone of our long- 
term strategy," he said. 

Sheikh Yamani will visit Australia Tuesday 
for a week-long official visit. He will fly to 
Perth from after OPECs meeting in Bali on 
Tuesday and will leave Australia next Mon- 
day night. 

Australian acting Prime Minister Doug 
Anthony said in a statement that during the 
visit Sheikh Yamani would discuss with 
Australian ministers oil and energy issues and 
further development of trade and economic 
cooperation between the two countries. Offi- 
cial sources said discussions would indude 
possibilities of Australian participation in 
Saudi development projects. 

Sheikh Yamani will meet Anthony who is 
also trade and resources minister. Foreign 
Minister Tony Street, Treasurer John How- 
ard, National Development Minister John 
Carrick and business leaders. Anthony is 
standing in for Prime Minister Malcolm 
Fraser, who is sick. 


Reagan assures Egypt 
of American peace drive 


British aide 
reports talks 
with Arafat 

LONDON, Dec. 15 (R) — A senior offi- 
cial of the British Foreign Office met Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization (PLO) leader 
Yasser Arafat earlier this month in Beirut, 
the Foreign office said Sunday night. Sir 
John Graham, deputy permanent under 
secretary, conferred with Arafat on Dec. 2, 
a Foreign Office spokesman said, but he 
added the meeting represented no shift in 
British policy toward die Middle east or the 
PLO. 

He said Sir John was in tile area on a 
familiarization trip, and also visited Syria 
and the West Bank. 

Britain does not officially recognize the 
PLO, but as a Common Market member is 
party to the market’s Venice declaration 
supporting Palestinian self-determination 
and PLO association with Middle East 
peace talks at some stage. 


CAIRO, Dec. 15 (R) — U.S. special envoy 
Sol Linowitz Monday gave Egypt a public 
assurance that President-elect Ronald 
Reagan would support the American- 
sponsored Middle East peace drive. He gave 
the assurance after a 70-minute meeting with 
President Anwar Sadat during which he 
delived a message from Reagan. 

Standing alongside Sadat, the envoy told 
reporters: ‘‘I was able to assure him (Sadat) 
on behalf of President-elect Ronald Reagan 
that when he is .in office. President-elect 
Reagan will support the Camp David process 
and that there will be no change in the process 
without the consent of Egypt and Israel.” 
Linowitz also said he had given the Egyptian 
leader a message from President Carter but 
disclosed no details. 

Reagan* s election victory aroused fears in 


Cairo that under the next administration the 
VS. might not be so committed to the peace 
drive. 'Hie peace process has been bogged 
down this year because of the lack of progress 
in Palestinian autonomy negotiations. 
LinowitzTs current mission is to prepare a 
report for Reagan on the state of the 
Egyptian- Israeli autonomy negotiations. He 
flies to Israel Tuesday. 

The envoy said that President Sadat bad 
asked him to pass on a message to Israeli 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin. Linowitz, 
President Carter's personal mediator in the 
Middle JEajst^ virtually acknowledged he was 
cmiiis last official mission before the Repub- 
lican administration takes power is Washing- 
ton. He said he left convinced that : “some day 
we win achieve the peaceful solution we all 
seek."

Strangely enough, there are countless 
bylancs all along the Royal Guard street 
with outlets and turns. It would seem a 
matter of prudence and public interest if 
some of these bylanes are closed while 
others are kept open for two-way traffic. 

Moreover, there is invariably heavy 


congestion near the meeting of the Royal 
Guard street with Palestine street and also 
under the flyover. The main reason for 
this is ascribed to the fact that this flyover 
is seldom used, as there are two parallel 
streets both right and left of the flyover. 
Only a few hundred cars pass over this 
flyover daily. While it is sometimes found 
abandoned, the two parallel streets 
remain congested with tens of thousands 
of cars moving on them everyday. 

We would only ask the Municipality to 
open some of the outlets on Medina road, 
so that people wanting to go to Hamra 
from the National Guard street can do so 
easily. The direction of some bylanes 
could be dosed and the ends of the two 
parallel roads to the flyover could as well 
be dosed. In this way only, can we ease 
traffic pressure near Palestine flyover and 
Prince Abdullah street. Such an arrange- 
ment would also help avert accidents and 
save public lives.

JEDDAH, Dec. 15 (SPA) — Security 
forces have arrested' 9,500 illegal aliens in 
Mecca, Jeddah' and Taif as of Saturday, Dec. 
13, according to the commander of the Illegal 
Aliens Combat Force. 

Brig. Jabber Abdul Hafeez told Al - Bihd 
that since the Interior Mmstry issued direc- 
tives on November 30 for illegal aliens to 
leave the country, 3,800 were arrested in 
Mecca. By Saturday morning .'about 2,000 
aliens had beat detained, and 1,500 of those 
were deported. The remaining 8.000 illegal 
aliens are in Jeddah Prison, he added. 

The eviction campaign has not been 
restricted to the main cities in the Western 
Province, tat includes nearby villages. Offi- 
cials are permitting detained aliens to collect 
their possessions before leaving. However, a 
guard is sent with the captive, and the depor- 
tee must pay transportation charges. Also, 
citizens convicted of accommodating resi- 
dents without permits are penalized accord- 
ing to Interior Ministry 'regulations, Brig. 
Abdul Hafeez said. 

He added that a force of officers and sol- 
diers is participating in die campaign to 
implemem ministry instructions.

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Babrak Karmal struggles 
to retain hold on country

LONDON. Dec. 15 (OFNS) — After 
three weeks of rest, medical checkups and a 
meeting with President Brezhnev, Afghanis- 
tan's beleaguered President Babrak Karmal 
arrived back in Kabul last month to an even 
more troubled political situation than he left. 

A joint communique issued in Moscow 
reiterated the Soviet pledge to stand by 
Afghanistan until all outside interference is 
ended, the Muslim rebellion is crushed and 
there is a de facto recognition of the Karmal 
regime as the legitimate government of 
Afghanistan. 

The message from Moscow was dear; that 
there was no question of a troop withdrawal 
until these conditions had been met But the 
trip also proved that the Soviets have been 
incapable of uniting the rival Kftalk and Par- 
ch am factions of the ruling People’s Democ- 
ratic Party. The first round of the most recent 
factional infighting went to Parcham in June, 
when a number of Khalkis were executed or 
jailed and Assadulla Sarvari, the deputy 
prime minister, was sent to Mongolia as an 
ambassador. 

Khalkis are now rallying again. Reports 
from Khalkis in Kabul say they are forming 
defense committees against attacks on their 
homes by Parchamis. They also speak of their 
dose links with the rebel resistance. Arms for 
the Khalki dissidents would be no problem 
because they were massively armed by 
former Presidents Tarraki and Amin. 

Khalki links with the rebels have existed 
for a long time. Certain Khalki elements who 
deserted from the army, or fled to Pakistan 
after the arrival of the Russians, have joined 
the Islamic freedom fighters based in 
Peshawar. Pakistan. 

Those Khalkis who remain in low-key gov- 
ernment jobs in Kabul support the exiled 
Assadulla Sarvari, and are relying on even- 
tual Soviet support for Sarvari to make a 
comeback. They believe that when Karmal is 
totally isolated, the Soviets wiQ have no 
alternative to backing Sarvari, whose follow- 
ers still have support in the army and the 
educated urban elite. 


However, the intriguing new factor is the 
support younger Khalkis are giving to various 
breakaway Marxist opposition groups. The 
largest of these is Sama, formed by disil- 
lusioned Khalkis and other left-wing students 
from Kabul University, who fled to die 
mountains after TarrakTs death. 

Basing themselves on the ethnic minority 
groups, they have an independent Marxist 
line which is anti-Parcham, anti-Khalk, 
anti-Soviet and and-Maoist. Their political 
line is closely linked to the struggle of the 
seven minority nationalities that inhabit 
Afghanistan, who are seeking liberation not 
only from the Soviets but also from Fathan 
domination. 

Pathans form more than half of Afghanis- 
tan's IS million people and they have domi- 
nated every Afghan regime for more lhan 
2U0 years. 

Sama's strength is largely among the 
Hazaras of central Afghanistan. One section 
of the Hazara resistance, the Hazara Libera- 
tion Front, has dose ties with Iran. 

The Tajik, Uzbek and Turkoman people, 
who have their ethnic counterparts in the 
Soviet Union, have also been resisting the 
Soviets but the guerrilla action in these obs- 
cure regions has been little reported by the 
Western press, which is getting most of its 
information from the Peshawar-based 
groups, all largely Pa than. 

The Peshawar- based groups range from 
Islamic fundamentalists to social democrats 
and monarchists but they have still been 
unable to unite their resistance either in the 
field, or for the purpose of gaining interna- 
tional respectability and aid. 

There is increasing speculation that incom- 
ing President Reagan is about to launch all- 
out support and aid to the rebels, but the U.S. 
is hardly going to commit itself to a move- 
ment (even though it is anti-Soviet) which is 
divided. 

The other alternative is an alliance of inde- 
pendent left-wing groups, but Reagan would 
hardly be enthusiastic about supporting such 
a movement. 




Babrak Karmal 

Rightists clash 
with Palestinians 
in South Lebanon 

BEIRUT. Dec. 15 (R) — Israeli- backed 
rightist militiamen and Palestinian forces 
exchanged tank, artillery and rocket fire 
Monday near the Israeli border in southern 
Lebanon, United Nations sources said. They 
said the fighting began Sunday after three 
civilians were killed when their car was des- 
troyed by a landmine. 

A fourth civilian was taken to hosoital after 
the explosion in the village ofTair Haifa, three 
kilometers from the border, in an enclave of 
the right-wing militia. 

The sources said tanks near the village had 
opened fire on the southern port city of Tyre. 
This led to an exchange of fire which con- 
tinued until early Monday morning. A large 
number of Israeli jeeps and other military 
vehicles were seen moving inside the rightist 
enclave, the sources said. 

There was no immediate comment from 
the Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) 
on a report from Israel that an army patrol 
had dashed with Palestinian commandos try- 
ing to cross the border Sunday.

Habre said 
ready to sign 
ceasefire pact 

PARIS, Dec. 15 (Agencies) — Former 
Chad Defense Minister Hissene Habre, 
leader of the Northern Armed Forces (FAN) 
Fighting the army of President Goukouni 
Weddeye, has agreed to sign a ceasefire 
agreement, informed French sources said 
Monday. 

The sources said Habre was apparently on 
his way to the Togolese capital. Lome, to sign 
the agreement drawn up there on Nov. 28 by 
President Weddeye and the governments of 
Togo, Congo, Guinea and Benin. They said 
diplomatic pressure from African leaders 
rather than reported military setbacks 
prompted Habre to agree to sign the docu- 
ment he rejected just over two weeks ago. 

The Lome agreement was worked out on 
the initiative of Togolese President Gnas- 
singbe Eyadema under the auspices of the 
Organization of African Unity (OAU). It 
provided for a ceasefire in Chad, and with- 
drawal of all forces involved in the battle for 
the capital, NT Djamena. to a distance of 100 
kilometers. 

The Chad embassy in Paris issued a com- 
munique reporting the capture of the Koufra 
military camp in the center of N 1 Djamena, 
held by the FAN since fighting broke out in 
Chad nine months ago. 

Meanwhile, Libyan leader Mu am mar 
Qaddafi discussed the civil war in Chad late 
Sunday in a telephone call with Algerian 
President Oiadli Benjedid, the Libyan News 
Agency Jana said in a report monitored here 
Monday. 

The two men, according to Jana, expressed 
their support for “ the legal government, led 
by Goukouni Weddeye, ’’ whose supporters 
have been fighting the forces of Habre since 
March. They also condemned colonialist 
attempts at interference in dad’s internal 
affairs, Jana said. 

The war figured on the agenda of a meeting 
in Algiers Sunday of foreign ministry officials 
and members of Algeria's National Assembly 
committee on foreign affairs. 

The meeting followed a statement from the 
office of French President Valery Giscard 
cfEstaing, which was taken here to herald 
possible French intervention in Chad, a 
former French colony. 

Unconfirmed reports have said that as 
many as 5,000 Libyan troops and members of 
the Libyan- trained Islamic legion are fighting 
alongside Weddeye’ s forces. 

Meanwhile, a French Defense Ministry 
spokesman said Sunday that French fores 
stationed in Africa have not been put on 
alert, but would in any event be ready to 
move at any time if the government decided 
to intervene in the dad war.

Begin cabinet in the balance 


TEL A VI V, Dec. 1 5 ( API — Pri me Minis- 
ter Menahem Begins cabinet was dead- 
locked Sunday in a debate over next years 
budget, sparking fears of a coalition crisis that 
could bring down the government Finance 
Minister Yigal Huivitz reportedly told the 
cabinet ir should quit and call new elections if 
it could not decide on economic policy. 

" Do you know what happens when a gov- 
ernment cannot decide?" he said to reporters 
later. “ It has to throw up its hands." 

Hurvitfs tough remarks were widely 
interpreted as a threat to lead his parliamen- 
tary faction out of the coalition if his austerity 
budget is rejected. But the cabinet is unlikely 
to agree with an election scheduled for next 
November. 

A second cabinet meeting was called for 
Tuesday to try and resolve the crisis. Hurvilz 
has used a resignation threat several times in 


the past to bully his colleagues into agreeing 
to trim spending. 

A walkout by Hurvitz’s three-man Rafi 
faction of Begin s Likud Bloc would seriously 
threaten Begin s support in the 120-member 
KnesseLor parliament. Begin now controls 
60 seats but normally has the backing of sev- 
eral sympathetic independents. 

Begin also is negotiating to bring back the 
breakaway three- man Ahva faction. 

Details of Hurvitz s budget proposals wen: 
not released, but it reportedly calls for a five 
per cent cut from this year’s $ 12 billion 
budget. The budget is calculated in Israeli 
shekels, which fluctuates daily against other 
currencies in accordance with Israer s 13l) per 
cent inflation rale, making budget estimates 
difficult. Additional budgets usually are 
approved during the year to adjust for unex- 
pected inflation. 
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Israel to expand W. Bank settlements 
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TEL AVIV, Dec. 15.(AP) — Israel plans 
to build a new neighborhood northwest of 
Jerusalem and expand two Jewish settle- 
ments in the occupied West Bank, Israel 
radio has reported. All of the construction is 
slated for state-owned land, according to the 
report, which could not be confirmed with 
settlement authorities. 

The state radio said a Jewish neighborhood 
will be built on about 1,200 acres near Nebi 
Samwil to complete the encirclement of the 
capital by Israeli housing. Hie land is outside 
the municipal boundaries. 

Another 250 acres are to be added to the 
Kjryat Arba settlement, the report said. The 
land, which is not officially registered, will be 


declared state-owned. Bedouin Arabs pres- 
ently occupying the area will be ■ entitled u» 
appeal to the military government or the sup- 
reme court, according to the radio report. 

The land, near the Arab village of ST il, is to 
be converted to an industrial zone for Kiryat 
Arba. The Ariel settlement. 20 miles east of 
Tel Aviv, also is to be expanded, the report 
said. 

Israel has built about 75 settlements in the 
West Bank, captured from Jordan in the 
1967 Mideast war. Prime Minister Menahem 
Regin has said Israel plans to build only tea 
more settlements on occupied Arab land, but 
'insists, Israel has a right to expand existing 
settlements. 


Ethiopian offensive fails , EPLF says 


KHARTOUM, Dec. 15 (R) — An Ethio- 
pian government offensive against freedom 
fighters in the Red Sea province of Eritrea 
has collapsed after 10 days of fighting, a 
spokesman for the Eritrean People's Libera- 
tion Front (EPLF) said Monday. 

lssayas Afewerid, the EPLF s field com- 
mander, told reporters massive infantry 
assaults, backed by bombing raids and artil- 
lery fire, failed to get through EPLF positions 
overlooking the coastal plain near the town of 


AfabeL 

The fighters counterattacked behind the 
government lines last Thursday and the gov- 
ernment army fell back to their original posi- 
tions on the plain, he said. 

The rebel commander said the government 
forces also opened an intense barrage further 
north, but there was no infantry advance to 
foDow up, apparently because of the failure 
to break through at Ala bet.

KUWAIT, (AP) — A former Egyptian 
foreign minister was quoted here Sunday as 
warning President Anwar Sadat’s govern- 
ment against involvement in U.S. military 
schemes in the Gulf that could result in an 
“American Afghanistan" there.

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Winter solstice marked by fear and relief

It goes by many names ! the beginning of 
winter, the shortest day of the year, mid- 
winter’s nighL This year, it will occur oo Dec. 
21 at precisely 1 1 :56 ? a jd. EST. 

To astronomers it is known as the winter 
solstice, the moment when the sun stops its 
southern migration in the sky. In fact, the 
word solstice comes from die Latin “sol- 
stitKun,” meaning “die sun comes to a hale." 

Most people today are barely aware of the 
winter solstice. But the early Indian peoples 
of North American celebrated that ‘event 
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WINTER : a Hopi Indian celebrates the 

with elaborate rituals. Indeed, recent 
archeological evidence supports die theory 
that native Americans not only revered die 
son but that they devoted much time and 
ingenuity to observing its position and 
movement in the sky. 

The sun, like the land, played a central role 
in die lives of native Americans. Its light and 
warmth brought life to the people and their 
crops. Its movements were incorporated into 
their cultures and thoughts. Its cycles lent a 
structure to their societies, providing a calen- 
dar on which to' base their ceremonial, 
agricultural and hunting activities. . 

“Early peoples' saw themselves as an 
integral part of the natural world,” says Von. 
Del Chamberlain, an astronomer at the 


Smithsonian’s National Air and Space 
Museum in Washington, D.G, who has 
studied astronomy in ancient cultures. 

“When die sun would rise, they were 
thankful; when it set, they were hopeful it 
would rise again.' If they lost die sun, they 
knew that they would lose life itself. Thus 
sun watching was a crucial activity, and the 
winter solstice was one of the most significant 
festivals of the year.” 

“On the £ay of the winter solstice Cham- 
berlain continues, “the sun rises and sets at its 
most southerly position on the horizon. At 
noon on this day, the sun appears at its lowest 
point in the southern sky. Early native 
Americans were afraid that the sun might 
continue to sink lower and lower in the sky 
until it disappeared altogether. They felt they 
had to perform-a variety of rituals to guaran- 
tee that die sun would continue to rise an/i set 
and return to the northern sky.” 

The Hopi Indians of Arizona, for instance, 
celebrated the winter solstice for many hun- 
dreds of years with a complex, nine-day 
ceremony called “SoyaL” Chants, dances, 
prayer offerings and public rituals were held 
to entreat the sun to turn back from its 
southward course and begin anew a north- 
ward journey, bringing light and warmth for 
file craning growing season. 

Anthropologists have observed the SoyaJ 
festivities firsthand since the late 1 9th cen- 
tury. Their reports indicate how the Hopi 
Indians made prayer sticks, or Pah os, erf 
assrated objects, such as feathers, string, 
herbs and willow sticks. The chief placed the 
offerings at a “sun altar” facing the direction 
.of die midwinter solstice, just as the sun 
peeped over the horizon. 

During another part erf the ceremony, the 
chief, this time representing die sun held a 
rawhide sun symbol fastened Co a stick. Ashe 
danced from east to west and bad; again, he 
shook the stick, symbolizing the coming and 
going of die sun. 

Recent archaeological discoveries reveal 
that native Americans not only carried out 
ceremonies but also developed ingenious 
ways to observe die sun. Consider, for exam- 
ple, Cahokia, in what is now southwestern 
Illinois. Cahokia was a major Indian city bet- 
ween the 10th and 14th centuries on the Mis- 
sissippi River near presen tday St. Louis. In 
the 1960s, . archeologist Warren Wittiy of the 
Cranbrook Institute of Science near Detroit 
discovered within the limits of the ancient city 
a series of pits, arranged in a circular fashion. 

From the shape and dimensions of the pits, 
Wittry surmised that they once held wooden 
posts which could have been used to mark the 
directions of sunrise at the summer and 
winter solstices and at the equinoxes (the two 
times of the year when the sun acrosses the 
equator and day and night axe everywhere of 


equal length). This finding and die discovery 
of several interesting artifacts (among them a 
ceremonial goblet) suggest that the 
Cahokians might have used the site not only 
to observe the sun but also to stage cere- 
monies to mark the winter solstice.

In die western United States, several large 
stone “ medicine wheels’ left centuries ago by 
the Plains Indians al ong the eastern flanks of 
the Rocky Mountains also seem to indicate 
various sun-watching techniques. Some of 
these wheels are aligned with important 
astronomical points, including the positions 


of sunrise and sunset on the day of the sum- 
mer solstice in June. The summer solstice is 
the longest day of the year, and fra many 
ancient cultures it was the most important 
astronomical date. 

The Bighorn Medicine Wheel built around 
1760 in northern Wyoming, for instance, is a 
circular structure of rocks laid out cm the 
ground across a diameter of about 90 feet. 
Discovered by prospectors in the late 1880s, 
the structure has a large cairn, or rock pile, at 
its center, with “spoketf ’ of rocks that radiate 
from the center to the rim. Five smaller cairns 
lie along the rim at irregular intervals, and a 
sixth, more prominent cairn stands several 
feet outside at the end of one of the spokes. 

This odd formation takes on new meaning 
when viewed from an .astronomical stand- 
point The number of spokes in die wheel Is 
28, about the same as the number of days in a 
lunar month. The positions of two of the 
cairns indicate that they might have served as 
horizon markers for sunrise and sunset. Many 
astronomers now believe that this arrange- 
ment enabled the Plains Indians to mar k die 
time of die summer solstice with precision. 

“To the undents ” Chamberlain says.

“astronomy was a fundamental part of 
everyday life, incorporating nature, art and 
mythology. It was part of their concept of 
themselves, their origins and their world. It 
provided a calendar that regulated agricul- 
tural activities, essential to communities like 
the Hopi who eked out a marginal living from 
the land. It also served to regulate the rituals 
that gave the community an identity." 


Today, some native American celebrations 
of the sun survive in ceremonies and art — 
the Hopis, for instance, still celebrate Soyal 
— although the sun no loager plays the same 
crucial role in their lives as it did in the lives of 
their ancestors. But to andem native Ameri- 
can astronomers, it was only natural that the 
sun, so central to life itself, should be so 
closely observed. 


Poisoned by rival ? 

New play explores mystery of Mozarf s death

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NEW YORK. (WP) — It an began about 
three years ago. Peter Shaffer, who has a 
special interest in odd events and obscure 
crannies of the human psyche, began to 
brood about the mysterious death and 
legend-shrouded .funeral of Wolfgang 
Amadeus Mozart. 

“The storm at Mozart’s funeral was a 
19th-century legend,” says Shaffer, leaning 
over his table at New Yolk’s Backstage 
restaurant and sipping a cup of coffee. "We 
know it was a legend, because there was a 
dreary person in Vienna at the time named 
Count Zinzendorf who kept a diary and 
wrote down the weather for each day. 

“He recorded qo storm on the day of 
Mozarf s funeral, and he seems reliable about 
weather — more reliable than he was about 
muse. He went to the premiere of Don 
Giobanni and recorded that it was ‘boring.’ 
He went to Hand eFs Messiah and wrote in his 
diary that it was ’a nightmare.' 

“I began wondering why the legend had 
arisen that there was a storm at Mozarf s 
funeral, and why the body was lost, and why 
(Mozarf s rival, Austrian court-composer 
Antonio) Salieri was there. The legend that 
Mozart was poisoned by Salieri is well 
known, of coarse — and if it had happened, it 
would have been bushed up. You can't have 
Hapsbuxg court officials murdering one 
another.” 

With half a dozen successful plays to Ms 
credit, indudingF^tois, The Royal Hunt of the 
Sftn r Black Comedy and Fzve^inger Ex&tjxe, 
Shaffer at 54 enjoys the leisure to brood 
abou t mysterious events. Egons originated in 
a news story (told to him by a friend) about a 
boy who multflated a horse. 

Amadeus, which opens Wednesday at the 
National Theatre in Washington began with 
Shaffer's reading about the death of Mozart. 
But that is now only a small part of die play, 
which spans the last 10 years of the com- 
poser's fife to encompass an encounter bet- 
ween genius and mere talent, the thin line 
that divides admir ation from jealousy, the 
politics of music in 18tb-centuiy Vienna, 
mankind’s quarrel with God and the inability 
of society to find a place for its greatest mem- 
bers. 

Amadou has been a solid hit in London for 
more Man a year, but when Shaffer sat down 
to talk about it in New York, that solidity had 
melted into enthusiasm for a new presenta- 
tion." This is the part of the production I like • 
best,” hesaid,“when the words are becoming 
flesh. There’s no more work to do on paper, 
but you are working with people, carving the 
play with the actors. The play has to go ont 
into the world... no — it has to go into them, 
the actors. 

“At the beginning of rehearsals, the actors 
keep coming up to you and asking, “I wonder 
if I could change this? ” as though you are the 
repository of some kind of secret. Then, foar 
weeks later, you go up to them and ask, T 
wonder if you could make these changes,” 
and they say, "No if s totally impossible — he 
would never do that" The character has 
taken over and is telling them what can and 
what cannot be done.” 

. Shaffer is used to revisions and has wil- 
lingly changed about 10 percent erf the script 


for the new production — “not to make a new 
play of it,” he insists, “but to make it more 
and more itself. I'm not changing it for 
America, but for itself and for myself. It’s an‘ 
enormous luxury, really. The nice thing about 
having a play that is a success in London is 
that you can watch it and have the courage to 
improve it. If it had been a Sop, you couldn't . 
do that.” 

Shaffer says that except for play- writing he 
has "a most boring life." He lives in New 
York but travels to England (where he was 
bran) a lot. His interests are architecture and 
walking. He is "a bachelor and not about to 
many." 

“1 regard myself as unemployable and 
dread the thought of having to work in an 
office again,” he says. His musical back- 
ground includes work at the English music 
publishers Boosey and Hawkes. “It was so 
long ago, 1 don’t remember exactly what I did 
there. I looked over scores and helped to fill 
orders, but 1 never had the assignment of 
asking Benjamin Britten, for example, 
whether he really meant to use an E-flai in a 
particular passage.” 

He also worked (like an earlier British 
playwright, George Bernard Shaw) as a 
music critic fra a British newspaper. “I took 
tiie job fra precisely a year and only wrote 
two reviewsper week — one of a concert or 
redial and one erf an opera. What I wanted to 
do was reviews performances of the standard 
repertoire as though they were first nights, 

- ^ ‘tr ying to evaluate what the composers had set 
out to do, and whether they had done it. As a 
playwright, I found it fascinating to review 
opera. I kept asking myself : “Is this really 
any good 7" and I found that the world of 
opera was depressingly silly unless yon 
looked behind it and discovered the human 
feelings that if 8 really about.” 

Musically he is “mostly self-taught, but I 
play the piano well enough to be able to 
stumble through the scores of Salieri’s opera. 

I thought I should do that, because you can’t 
hear them otherwise. Once you've played 
through them at the piano, you understand 
why you don’t hear them otherwise.” 

Staffer talks about Mozart with a land of 
awe so complete it exdudes envy; "if s veiy 
alarming, actually. It makes no sense in our 
terms. His first drafts look like final copies. 
Thafs the extraordinary thing about 
Mozarf s music. It looks like it has been dic- 
tated." 

Dictated by whom? In the play Mozarf s 
rival Salieri (the court composer for Emperor 
Joseph II) bears Mozart’s music and con- 
cludes that the young composer has a direct 
hot-line to God. Salieri writhes in envy, 
because he had thought that God was on bis 
side. “It seemed to me that I had heard a 
voice of God — and that it was issued from a 
creature whose own voice I had also heard — 
and it was the voice of an obscene child.” 

In Amadeus the composer is in fact an obs- 
cene child, a peasant bumpkin without tact or 
modesty or good taste — one who woos his 
fiancee with obscenities and scatology, tells 
the groom of the imperial chamber to “lower 
your breeches” when be is asked to lower his 
voice and insults Italian musicians while he is 
talking t» that eminent Italian m usician . 


Salieri; “Tell me, no offense intended, but 
why are Italians so scared of complexity in 
music? They really are the most simple- 
minded people in the world.” 

The amazing thing about Mozarf s music, 
Shaffer believes, is not merely its quality, its 
abundance or its complexity (which was a bit 
too much for the Viennese taste of his time), 
but above all that “It happens to a bouncy, 
little child-man with many failings. Not to the 
tortured artist who became one of the favo- 
rite legends of the romantic era, or to the 
porcelain child whom many people like to see 
in Mozart.” 

Shaffer's Mozart has, in fact, many of the 
qualities observed in a notable modern child 
prodigy, Bobby Fischer. There is the same 
lack erf social amenities — the arrogance of 
genius. TMs arrogance can be found in 
Mozart's letters — particularly his letters to 
his father, a professional musician — where 
the son is bom precise and merciless in his 
judgment of contemporaries. The scatology 
is in Ms letters, too — particularly the letters 
sent to his sister when he was traveling as a 
child prodigy. 

In the later years most of the letters are to 
his father, respectful and businesslike, or to 
friends from whom he is begging money. But 


occasionally in a letter to his wife there is a 
glimpse of the private Mozart near the end of 
his life, not incompatible with the earthy 
Mozart of Amadeus: 

“If I were to tell you all the things I do with 
your portrait, I think that you would often 
laugh. For instance, when I take it out of its 
case, I say, "Good- day. Stanzerl — good-day 
little rascal, pussy-wussy, little rufned-up 
nose." r 

Shaffer finds this Mozart more interesting 
and convincing than the more common 
legends and thinks his portrait is supported 
by the playwright* s research. “I spent a lot of 
time on what I call creative research ” he 
says, “and what began as an idle pleasure 
gradually turns into an obsession. I’ve read 
almost all the books on Mozart — there are 
not all that many, compared to people like 
Beethoven or Napoleon — and then I spent a 
lot of time, right into the rehearsals, taking 
out references, that would clutter and slow 
down the play."’

ASSUMING COMMON TASK 

The mutual troop withdrawal from the border 
between Syria and Jordan is a positive develop- 
ment. Yet it is not enough. As the mediating effort 
conducted by Prince Abdullah showed, there was 
more to the crisis between the two countries than the 
matter of troop movements. 

The two countries which glared at each other 
across their border are two brotherly states which 
have as peoples members of the same nation. The 
ties between them are too numerous and pervasive 
to even start inventorizing. The two armies are 
sworn to serve the same sacred objectives: that of 
restoring Arab rights. 

It is therefore hardly enough that the threat of 
war between them is lifted. The common task they 
face, which is of serving, shoulder to shoulder, in the 
broader Arab line up, has to be assumed. It is not 
enough that the two countries merely tolerate each 
other, they have to pass into a phase of active coop- 
eration. They have cooperated, and very benefi- 
cially for both themselves and the Arab cause, in the 
very recent past. They must do so again. 

The credit for defusing the crisis should go to 
P.rince Abdullah's mission. But, having proved its 
effectiveness, that mission must widen its brief to 
include full rapprochement between the two coun- 
tries.

A red star above a hammer and sickle is fast 
becoming emblazoned across the Ethiopian politi- 
cal landscape. The CoTnmunist insignia can be seen 
painted on the windows of the capital's interna- 
tional airport, posted on government office walls 
and now imprinted on the flag of the country's 
embryonic Soviet-style party. 

Western embassies sift with a fine-tooth comb 
through the latest speech of “comrade chairman" 
Mcngistu Hail e-Mariam, the country’s --.military 
strongman, for signs of his true color*; Imping to 
find the fires of nationalism still burning more 
brightly than those of his openly professed com- 
munism. 

Ethiopian officials, meanwhile, assert there is no 
conflict between their intense sense of nationalism, 
anchored in this country' s 2,000- year-old history as 
an independent empire, and their new-found faith 
in “proletarian internationalism,'' rooted in a viol- 
ent revolution that shattered the old order in 1974 
and outride Communist promises of aid to help in 
building a new Socialist one. 

“We are both dedicated nationalists and dedi- 
cated Communists" remarked one government 
minister. 

"I have been reading through the writings of 
Lenin and I find he was a nationalist first," said 
another high-ranking official. “So why can’t we 
both nationalist and Communist, too?" 

Of all the Soviet Union's Third World allies, none 
is a more fascinating study of the often conflicting 
mix of these two powerful forces — nationalism and 
communism — than Ethiopia. This is particulariy 
true today as Marxist Ethiopia puts to the test the 
economic strengths and weaknesses of its newly 
found Communist allies and weighs the potential 
value of an even doser economic assodation with 
them. 

In more than one sense, the relevance of Com- 
munist ideology and theory of development is being 
put to the test on the harsh terrain of one of the 
world's least developed economies. 

Increasingly enmeshed in alliances with Soviet 
bloc nations, imitative of their institutions and sup- 
portive of their foreign potides, Ethiopia would 
seem to have all the makings of an Africa- style 
Cuba. It is even seeking associate membership with 
Co meco n. the East Bloc Common Market 

“They are creating the institutions that are 
Communist even if there are still very few dedicated 
Communists.” remarked one Western diplomat 
somewhat skeptical Ethiopia' s professed intentions 
to become a Communist state. “The hold of Ethio- 


pian culture and tradition is far stronger than any- 
thing I have experienced in any other country." 

One centuries-old Ethiopian tradition is the 
exploitation to the fullest extent of a foreign power 
to preserve national independence and extract the 
maximum in assistance for its own ends. Ever since 
a 16th-century Ethiopian emperor, Lebna Dengel, 
made use of 400 Portuguese musketeers to defeat 
the invading array of Ahmad Gran, Ethiopia’s rul- 
ers have allied themselves to one European nation 
after another to bolster their own forces and defeat 
the enemy of the day. 

But no outride power hasuemained aod ally for, 
very long'- and affempts to' : impose control or 
unwanted influence have been fiercely resisted. The 
most recent discarded ally was the United States, 
which gave $350 million in economic assistance and 
$280 million in arms before Ethiopia broke with it 
in April 1977 and turned to the Soviet Union to fill 
the gap. 

It is precisely this Ethiopian tradition that is mak- 
ing it difficult for outsiders, including the Soviets, to 
assess the true direction of a violent social revolu- 
tion that has taken this country in six years from a 
feudal empire to a radical Socialist state and from 
being a faithful ally of the United States to just as 
close a friend of the Soviet Union. The outcome 
could well hang less on what the Ethiopians do than 
the Soviets. For Moscow is facing mounting 
demands from the Ethiopians for more assistance, 
an issue that is creating an underlying malaise in 
their outwardly dose relations that may one day 
drive the two apart. 

“Economic problems are likely to affect relations 
with our' friends," commented Negussay Ayele, 
chairman of the Political Science Department at 
Addis Ababa University. "The Soviets have proven 
to be friends who came to our aid at a time of great 
crisis. It gave up a warm relationshiop with Somalia 
to stand behind our revolution," he said, referring 
to the Soviet expulsion from Somalia in 1977 after 
M os cow began sending arms to Ethiopia as it was 
being invaded by Somali forces. 

“The question is, can they continue it in 
peacetime? Can the Socialist world give the kind of 
assistance in quantity and quality that would have a 
difference on the course of our revolution?” The 
question is of more than passing academic interest. 

With American, West German, British, Cana- 
dian and World Bank aid either tapering off or 
frozen mainly because of Ethiopia’ s refusal to com- 
pensate Western owners of nationalized properties, 
the Mengistu government has had to look primarily 
to the East. 

Increasingly burdened by the economic or politi- 
cal problems among its East Bloc allies and within 


its own borders, however, the Soviet Union appears 
unable, or unwilling, to provide the vast amounts of 
economic aid Ethiopia is becoming desperate to 
obtain to consolidate its revolution and even to 
remain afloat. 

Ethiopian economists calculate they will need 
$2 1 billion in Investments during the coming decade 
just to double the present$13 1 per capita income of 
the country. It is presently receiving the least 
amount of capital inflow for its size of any African 
country, only $130 million last year, ironically most 
still from the West with the World Bank, the Euro- 
pean Common Market and Sweden in the lead. 

“The flow has not been encouraging either from 
the East or the West,” remarked an official of- the A 
government's central planning supreme council. 
“We simply are not receiving enough foreign aid 
and grants." 

Ethiopia watchers see the problem writ large in 
the latest Soviet- Ethiopian joint communique 
issued Nov. 10 at the end of Mengistu' s two- week 
state visit in the Soviet Union. The local press 
reported at the conclusion of two days of talks bet- 
ween Mengistu and Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev that “great attention was devoted to 
examining questions of Ethiopian-Soviet economic 
cooperation." 

Yet the final lengthy communique hailing the two 
governments’ total identity of views on foreign pol- 
icy issues and ever expanding relations-in all fields 
contained just one paragraph concerning Soviet 
economic assistance. Significantly, this referred to 
the rigning of protocob for aid projects already 
agreed upon as far back as 1978. 

"The communique was more significant for what 
itdidn'tsaythanwhatitsaid," remarked a Western 
diplomat after a careful reading. 

The most immediate problem facing Ethiopia — 
about which nothing was said in the joint Soviet- 
Ethiopian statement — is getting low-cost oil. Last 
year, this country spent 36 per cent of its total 
export earnings, mostly from coffee, on oil imports. 
In the 1980-81 fiscal year, it will devote to oil more 
than 50 per cent of its roughly $500 million in 
anticipated export revenues, according to the esti- 
mates of the government’s central planning sup- 
reme council. 

"It’s becoming intolerable," said a council 
spokesman, pointing out that in 1974 at the begin- 
ning of the revolution Ethiopia had spent only $15 
million on oil imports. “Some economic projects 
have had to be scrapped and some postponed 
because of this.” 

Late last year, Mengistu sent his economics czar, 
Addis Tedla, to Moscow to plead for help. But 
Tedla got only a nine-month commitment to pro 


vide Ethiopia with crude oil for its Assab refinery at 
the very reduced price of $19 a barrel. 

A renewal of this contract is believed to have 
been a primary objective of Mengistu’s fall visit to 
Moscow and his talks with Kremlin leaders. West- 
ern sources here believe they agreed at best only to 
another short-term contract and this explains Meo- 
gistu's unexpected stop in Tripoli oh the way back 
from Moscow for talks with the Libyan leader. 
Muamraar Qaddafi. 

Ethiopia's problems with the East Bloc do not 
stop with oil. however. They include other forms of 
expected Communist economic aid that have been 
slow to materialize. These are primarily credits and 
loans rather than outright grants such as Ethiopia 
was getting from its former Western partners and 
still obtains from Scandinavian countries, such as 
Sweden, by virtue of its being one of the world's 
least developed nations. 

The difficulty of economic relations between the 
Soviet b>oc and its Third World allies is summed up 
in Moscow’s aid program here. On paper. Moscow 
has extended $200 million in economic credits to 
Ethiopia. But half this amount was given back in 
1959, when the late emperor, Haile Selassie, ruled 
this land, and still only 20 million of the total has 
been spent. 

The Soviets are discussing a wide variety of pro- 
jects, inducting a cement factory, an irrigation 
scheme, expansion of the Assab refineiy they orgi- 
□ally built in the 1960s, a tractor assembly plant, 
modernization of a gold mine and drilling for oil and 
gas in the Ogaden in place of an American firm. But 
□one of them, aside from the gold mine, has gotten 
off the ground yet for various reasons, although 
Moscow did give $4 million to $5 million in outright 
grant aid this year, induding 12,000 tons of wheat, 
and is providing upward of 3,000 scholarships for 
Ethiopian students. 

As the limits of East Bloc aid become more 
apparent, there are straws in the wind of Ethiopian 
movement ou the sticky compensation issue involv- 
ing around $200 million in daims. Even a beginning 
of a resolution would probably be suffident to get 
new loans from the wodd bank, the biggest single 
provider of aid to this countiy even today witb5I20 
million still in the pipeline. 

In the past few weeks, a number of foreign com- 
panies with outstanding daims, induding two 
American ones, have been invited by the Ethiopian 
government to send representatives for discussions. 
While it is still too early to speak of a breakthrough, 
this is the fust sign of a re-evaluation by Ethiopia of 
its need for Western assistance that could eventu- 
ally affect its long-term relations with the Soviet 
bloc. (WP) 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


Al Jacinth Monday headlined King KhalecTs 
impending visit to Qassim and Hail regions, while 
Al Bilad, Al Nadwa and Okaz gave lead prominence 
to the King' s success in eliminating tension between 
Syria and Jordan. In a lead story' Al Yam reported 
continuing contacts among the states of the Gulf in 
connection with the United Arab Emirates' 
demand for the return of the three Gulf Arab 
islands occupied by Iran. A statement by Khaled 
Al-Hassan. a member of the PLO’s Executive 
Committee, on the need for a federal union bet- 
ween Palestine and Jordan formed the lead story in 
Al Medina newspaper. 

Newspapers frontpaged Minister of Defense and 
Aviation Prince Sultan's inspection of the armed 
forces housing project in Riyadh, and the OPEC 
conference in Bali. Indonesia, which is considering 
a plan to protea its unity. At Mad^a gave front-page 
treatment to Iraq's renewed desire to negotiate with 
Iran. 

Newspapers a ivercd a variety of subjects in their 
editorials, including the Middle East problem, 
OPEC s meeting in Indonesia and the issue of three 
Iran -occupied Arab islands in the Gulf. Al Jatirak 
said in an editorial that the Middle East is passing 
through a strange lull not knowing what would fol- 
low in the wake of regional and world develop- 
ments. The paper wondered whether this quiet 
atmosphere is going to be a prelude to any furure 
storm, but noted that the days following the 
assumption of the JJ.S. Presidential office by 


Ronald Reagan would give a suffident reply to this 
question. 

Al Bilad and Okaz dealt with the OPEC confer- 
ence which opened in Bali, Indonesia, Monday, 
expressing the hope that it would produce fruitful 
results and be able to confront the challenges suc- 
cessfully. The papers noted that the conference 
would be faced with colossal responsibilities, which 
would urge the member states to continue their 
constructive role in maintaining economic respon- 
sibility and protecting the organization’s entity. It 
said that the member stales are eager to woric in the 
interest of world economy which is being drained as 
a results of extravagant use of energy and lack of 
response to the OPECs efforts to save eneigy. The 
paper further held the view that all concerned 
would look toward the Bali conference in view of its 
significance and interaction between the industrial- 
ized nations and the OPEC countries. 

Al Bilad noted that the conference is being held 
amid great optimism for a possible realization of 
significant steps toward a comprehensive solidarity 
among the member states. The paper reaffirmed 
that Ihe organization’s unity is the basic yardstick 
through whid) one can judge the organization s 
economic strength. It added that some big indus- 
trialized powers have, however, levelled accusa- 
tions against the OPEC, with the dear aim of 
exploding many issues, but OPEC has remained 
and would continue to remain an effective 
economic power to cater to the needs of both the 


industrialized nations and the member states them- 
selves. Signifying the oiganizatiotfs role in unifying 
the oil prices, the paper said that it would maintain 
its unity and survival and would serve its objectives 
at the international level. The success of the present 
conference would further boost the international 
economy and would give it a progressive trend, it 
added. 

Al Nadwa also dwefjed on the same subject, 
urging the participants to remain united so they can 
protect the organization’s wealth. The paper held 
the view that any two members of the organization 
cannot afford to enter into any conflict as it would 
adversely affect OPECs solidarity and would tend 
to place it face to face with the challenges being 
hatched against the organization. It hoped the con- 
ference would discuss the subject of huge oil 
reserves about which the consumer countries 
openly say they would bring it to a new record. The 
paper said the consumer countries have already 
taxed the poorer nations with fantastic prices of 
their finished products, and are now bent on 
dominating the prices through their o3 reserves. It, 
therefore, called upon the partidpating countries to 
be more precise in the adoption of resolutions so 
they can effectively cope with tire challenges erf the 
consumer nations. 

Discussing the issue of occupied Arab islands in 
the Gulf. Al Yon endorsed the United Arab Emi- 
rates' demand for the return of the three islands by 


Iran. It also urged Iran to abide by the tenets of 
Is la m and to give up what was occupied during the 
time of die former Shah. It is wrong that those 
speaking in the name of Islam should continue a 
policy that conflicts with the teachings of the Islamic ' 
faith. The paper held tile conviction that non- 
recognition of the UAJETs right to its territory was 


tantamount to the adoption of the law of the jungle. 
.Unless Iran takes the initiative in restoring the three 
islands to the UAE, the countries of tite world, 
mainly the states of the Gulf, would be led to sup- 
port the weaker nations, said the paper, adding that 
every effort in this direction would be considered 
legitimate and justified.

ROME, Dec. 1 5 ( AP) — Hie wife and two 
daughters of an Italian judge kidnapped by 
Ae Red Brigades have appealed to the 
abductors to release him “quickly and 
unbanned” 

All major newspapers printed large front- 
page photographs of Judge Giovanni d'Urso 
sitting in front of a red flag embossed with the 
words Brigate Rosse (Red Brigades) and a 
five-pointed star in a rirde. He was holding a 
large sign board scribbled with Red Brigades 
demands for an exchange for jailed leftist 
terrorists. 

D'Urso, 49, who held the highly sensitive 
post of directing transfers of inmates to max- 
imum security prisons, was snatched Friday 
m the first political kidnapping since the Red 
Brigades grabbed former Premier Aide 
Moro in March 1978 and killed him after 
holding him 53 days in a “people s prison.” 

“I, Franca d'Urso. with my daughters 
Loren a and Giada, wish to renew our appeal 
to the men of the Red Brigades to release my 
husband quickly and unharmed." d'Urso' s 
wife said in a nationwide television inter- 
view. 

Police launched a massive hunt, throwing 
up roadblocks in Rome. But police sources 
said they were not -making much progress 
because there apparently was no witnesses to 
the abduction, which occurred as if Urso was 
retiming home from his office in the justice 
ministry. 

Chicago seminar 

CHICAGO, Dec. 15 (AP) — They had a 
fear of flying, many even afraid to go near an 
airport. But thatfs all over now, thanks to a 
week-long seminar by a retired Pan Ameri- 
can World Airways captain, who teaches 
"avia-phobiacs” to appreciate the wild blue 
yonder. 

About 55 phobiacs disembarked from a 
DC-10 jet ride to O' Hire International Air- 
port on&aturday after a round trip to Detroit. 
Michigan, clutching diplomas and looking 
happy, not scared. 

“This was a very real fear for them,” said 
Joe Hopkins, a spokesman for United Air- 
lines. “One guy had lost his job and, believe it 
or not, his marriage, because of it. His job 
required travel and his ex-wife liked to 
travel.” 

Greenpeace, aquarium 

VANCOUVER, British Columbia, Dec. 
15 (AP) — Greenpeace, the environmental 
group, and the Vancouver Public Aquarium, 
are at odds over the aquarium’s reported 
plans to add a killer whale to its collection. 

Greenpeace, which opposes the capture of 
killer whales, says it has learned that

Obote takes 
office, pledges 
reconciliation 

KAMPALA, Dec. 15 (Agendes) — Mil- 
ton Obote, the man who led Uganda from 
independence in 1962 until 1971, when he 
was overthrown by Idi Amin, Monday 
became president for a second time, follow- 
ing his Uganda Peoples Congress Party’s vic- 
tory in last week’s general elections. 

Obote, whose party won the right to nam e 
the new president after its vktoiy at the polls 
last Wednesday and Thursday, took the oath 
of office before the country’s new 326-seat 
national assembly. 

The final results of the general election, the 
country’s first poll in 18 years, are not yePin 
but latest figures put the number of teats held by 
the UPC at 7Q, The Democratic Party, the 
main rival to the UPC, has won at least 48 
seats in the poll but it has called, for a fresh 
poll under the supervision of an independent 
'.commission. The DP rejected die result 
maintaining that there was fraud in favor of 
Obote’s party. 

In an emotional address after his inaugura- 
tion, Obote said, “Today we raise the banner 
of democracy once more and proclaim the 
rule of law.” Warning Ugandans that they 
faced great challenges, he said, “Let us be 
inspired by die examples of our neighbors 
and friends — Kenya, Tanzania and Zam- 
bia.” 

Obote said past questions of countries who 
supported Amin, or were unfriendly to 
Uganda, were now forgotten. “ Our pdkyof 

reconciliation shall extend to all parts of the 
wodd. The past is gone. We start a new 
future.'’ 

Obote promised Sunday to return 
Uganda’s army to the barracks and to control 
lawlessness with die help of civilian vigilant 
groups. Obote spoke with reporters at State 
House in Entebbe. 

Obote moved into the stately residence, 
with its rolling lawns and a view of Lake 
Victoria, on Saturday. 

Speaking briefly with reporters, be said 
rebuilding Uganda and bringing morality 
bade to the nation were his primary tasks. 

“We wiD move quickly to control the 
insecurity situation, Obote told reporters. 
‘“I ■Brink' it would be easy to get the troops 
b&ck in the barracks. But that is not the main 
problem. There are too many guns in die 
hands of thugs. We are going to set up vigilant 
groups in every village and town, so that peo- 
ple can help the police. 

Similar groups have been operating in 
Uganda for neatly two years bat have failed 
to curb violent crime. 

Obote helped lead Uganda to indepen- 
dence 18 years ago. After being elected 
prime minister, he seized die presidency, 
dismissed parliament and jailed his oppo- 
nents in die late 1960s. 
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Giscard slips 
in opinion poll 

PARIS, Dec. 15 (AFP) — French Pres- 
ident Valery Giscard cTEstaing is losing 
support, an opinion poll published in the 
ri g ht-wing newspaper Figaro indicated 
Monday. 

Assuming that Giscard (TEstaing — 
who has not yet declared his candidacy — 
and his Socialist rival Francois Mitterand 
are left to fight it out in the second round 
of next spring’s presidential elections the 
poll showed that 56 per cent would vote 
for die president and 44 per cent for his 
rival. 

By comparison with die last poll a 
month ago Giscard ri’Estaing has slipped 
three percentage points and Mitterand 
gained three. But 36 per cent of the 1,000 
voters interviewed said they could yet 
change their minds. 

Significantly 63 per cent also thought 
the presidential mandate of seven years is 
too long and would prefer to see a five- 
year term. The French president has grea- 
ter power than any other West European 
head of state and some quarters have said 
it should be more limited. 

SWAPO holds rally 

WINDHOEK, Southwest Africa, Dec. 15 
(AFP) — More than 2,000 supporters of the 
SWAPO guerrillas assembled openly near 
here on Sunday to protest against a recently 
law im p osin g com p ulsory military t raining . 

The crowd at the Katatura black township 
sang revolutionary songs and chanted slogans 
of toe Southwest Africa People's Organiza- 
tion. Youths wearing toe SWAPO colors — 
red, blue and green — moved about with fists 
clenched in the black-power salute. Police 
stood by and did not intervene. 

Speakers belonging to the SWAPO youth 
movement attacked toe military training 
order as “an evil trick by South Africa and its 
puppets.’' Others said its aim was “to get us to 
fight against oar own brothers." 


Oslo uneasy on NATO role 


OSLO, Dec.. 15 (WP) — Norway has 
become embroil fed in a far- readring national 
debate about its militar y relationship with the 
United States and its crucial role in toe 
defense of toe northern flank of NATO. 

The unusally intense debate, which has 
dominated politics and the media for months, 
has grown out of controversy about recent 
Norwegian government derision to stockpile 
American arms, ammunitions and other sup- 
plies for use by U.S. troops and planes in the 
event of war. 

Opposition by some politicians, academics, 
journalists and nudear disarmament cam- 
paigners has stirred strong fears that these 

contingency arrangements ride involving 
Norway in nudear war by makingita base for 
U_S. attacks against toe Soviet Union, which 
borders Norway on the north. 

The debate reflects widespread apprehen- 
sion throughout much of. northern Europe 
that there is an increasng danger of it becom- 
ing a nudear battleground for toe two super- 
powers. Especially among young people, 

' politically active women and leftist intellec- 
tuals and politicians, there is a revival of nuc- 
lear disarmament activism and opposition to 
last year’s NATO decision to deploy new 
American nudear missiles in Europe. 

As international tensions build from 
Poland to toe Middle East to Afghanistan, 
noted a ranking Norwegian diplomat, “there 
is a feeling among people that we are moving 
inevitably toward some kind of catastopher” 
and that the United States and Soviet Union 
might try to confine a nudear conflict to 
Europe rather than striking against each 
other. 

“This is toe debate emerging in Norwegian 
society arid oftier smaller NATO nations like 
Denmark, Holl and and Belgium,” he said. 
“There is a growing fear of nudear war and 
frustration with lack of progress on disarma- 
ment. The lag challenge in Europe is to cope 
with toe nudear aims issue.” 

Norway, with a dose U.S. relationship 
since wodd war H, “is moving toward toe 
general European view that detente is a more 
central question than theU-S. now appears to 
believe,” said Gro Harlem Brand tland, vice 
chair man of Norway’s governing left-of- 
center Labor Party and chairman of the fore- 
ign affairs committee in parliament “There is 
a fear that we are becoming an arms arena for 
toe two superpowers.'’ 

Support for a strong national defease still 
remains high in Norway, according to politi- 
cians, diplomatic observers and opinion polls. 
With its new North Sea oil wealth, Norway is 
the only NATO ally in Europe that remains 
firmly committed to increasing its annual 
defease spending by toe NATO target of 3 
per cent above inflation through 1985. 

The defease debate has divided toe ruling 
Labor Party, whose publicity perceived lack 
of decisive leadership is likely ttJ bfc a central' 


issue in next year’s national election. Leaders 
of toe opp ogtign_Cqnservativc Party have 
criticized labor for giving too much ground to 
its dissident left wing on defense and foreign 
policy. 

At issue have been two basic premises of 
Norway’s defense and its role in NATO: the 
rapid arrival of NATO reinforcements to 
help defend Norway if it were attacked and 
the availability of p re -stocked Norwegian air- 
fields and ports for refueling, repairing, and 
rearming NATO warplanes and ships in a 
battle with *e Soviets for control of the 
North Atlantic. 

Despite its internal dissent and growing 
public doubts reflected in opinion polls, the 
Labor Party leadership recently endowed the 
most recent NATO reinforcement and 
stockpiling agree met. It provides for storage 
of heavy equipment, including artillery, for a 
U.S. Marine brigade that could then 
quickly airlifted to Norway. Final pariiamen- 
taiy approval is assured later this mouth or in 
January. 

Lennon suspect 
turns down food 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15 (AP) — The man 
accused of slaying former Beatle John Len- 
non refused to eat during toe weekend until 
his food was checked for possible poisoning, a 
prison spokesman said Sunday. 

Mark Chapman, transferred to toe more 
secure Rikers Island facility from Bellevue 
Hospital three days ago, ate after his attor- 
ney, Jonathan Marks, and a civilian chief 
watched toe Sunday meal being prepared, 
said correction department spokesman Ed 
Hershey. 

The Honolulu man's fear apparently arose 
from a death threat written on toe wall of his 
cell. Hershey said. However, Hershey could 
not confirm a report that Chapman had 
refused to eat for two days. The scrawled 
threat apparently was addressed to Chapman 
and left by one at a dozen inmates who were 
moved out of toe prison infirmary Friday so 
Chapman could be isolated.

“He has been very passive” throughout the 
week, Hershey said, and has ‘‘given no trou- 
ble to correction officers” or others who have 
come in coo tact with him since his arrest Dec.

It was. not known whether Chapman was 
aware of Sunday’s 10-minute vigil of silence 
for Lennon.

He believed in small federated states as a 
guarantee of liberty, rather than in large 
republics which he considered might “tend to 
become empires.” He explained his ideas at 
the “First International Congress of South- 
America” which he called in Panama. He 
urged neutrality, a joint civil code, abolition 
of slavery, a joint army and navy, and rejec- 
tion of all European interference in the con- 
tinent. 


But the oongress was a failure and only a 
few countries attended, while others 
threatened to go to war. An ill and disap- 
pointed man, tired of intrigues and embit- 
tered by tbe frcachery of most of his aides — 
except for the victor of Ayacucbo, Jose 
Antonio Sucre — Bolivar abandoned politi- 
cal and military power in 1830. 

For nearly 20 years, Bolivar had ruled over 
an immense territory, like another Napoleon, 
while never yielding to the temptation of 
being crowned emperor. But he passed the 
last weeks of his life in Santa Maria, cared for 
by. a French dodtor, and died in poverty.

Reporter recalls Klan havens bristled with weapons 


NASHVILLE, Tennessee, Dec. 15 (AP) 
— A newspaper reporter who infiltrated two 
rival factions of the Ku Khix Klan, the white 
supremacist organization, said the 1% -years 
he spent undercover was a time of sadness, 
fear and worry. In a story in Monday editions 
of tile Tennessean — the last segment of a 
nine-part series — reporter Jerry Thompson, 
40, said innocent faces of children at Klan 
rallies was one of the saddest sights. 

“Each time I saw them 1 felt sorry for 
them,” Thompson wrote. “They are being 
indoctrinated with the Klan’s racist doctrine 
of white supremacy.” 

Thompson said one child reminded him of 
his own 9-year-old daughter. “In the midst of 
two dozen Klan people wearing robes and 


hoods, here appeared this petite btde girl, 
striding along, fully robed and hooded. Her 
eyes looked straight ahead. She was expres- 
sionless. Our Klan people kept referring to 
her as cute. Seeing her made me want to cry.” 

He said he felt guilty when he saw blacks 
watch him and ocher costumed Klansmen 
walk along a sidewalk. 

Thompson, who now is living with round- 
the-clock police protection at his Nashville 
house, also said he feared his tree identity 
would be discovered. He belonged to two 
Klan factions — the knights of the KK and 
the more militant Invisible Empire. 

He said both factions are poorly finan ced 
and survive by selling gadgets. T-shirts, trin- 
kets and racist materials. But in a Sunday 


story, Thompson also said members of he 
Invisible Empire carried a variety of weapons 
to meetings and rallies and often urged others 
to prepare for warfare against blacks. 

“For more titan two months I would attend 
regular Klavern meetings, participate in a 
March through the streets of Birmingham, 
Alabama, and found myself surrounded at 
every Klan event by more guns than 1 had 
ever seen in one place,” said Thompson, a 
veteran reporter. 

At a meeting in Cullman, Alabama, 
Thompson said, “I noticed that a pistol, still 
tucked in a holster, lay on the table with its 
barrel pointed directly at me. Apparently I 
was not the only one who was nervous. 
Another Klansman ... left his chair and 
changed the position of the gun. I felt better.” 


PEKING, Dec. 15 (AFP) - Old wives’ 
tales and superstitions are enjoying renewed 
-popularity amongst certain classes despite 
more than 30 years of Communist rule in 
China. Even city dwellers who bad more or 
less been left out of this growing wave of 
superstition, mainly because of intense politi- 
cal indoctrination, are no longer an exeption. 

Recently a small pamphlet was being dis- 
tributed in Peking streets with 50 unusual 
remedies on “how to keep teeth while” and 
“how to shave yourself without a razor." 
Ironically the pamphlet is titled “ News about 
Scientific Discoveries" and it guarantees that 
its remedies wiD work. 

Many remedies are made up of age-old 
Chinese herbal formulas. For instance an 
infusion of fresh ginger will cure a cold and 
headaches and one with an ear of cum will 
lower the blood pressure. 

An entire page is devoted to predicting the 
sex of an unborn baby, an important topic 
here where couples are urged to have only 
one child. The prediction is made after a 
rather complicated juggling with the 
mothers age and the month the child was 
conceived. 

Other publications — both official and 
underground — deal with the same topic. 
One claims that an expectant mother should 
eat salt if she wants a boy and sugar for a baby 
giri. Another gives various herbal potions she 
mustjlrink. 

The press here has been attacking the 
widespread phenomenon of all kinds of char- 
latans who “are profiting from the credulity 
of the masses ” and urging a strict control of 
all medical dregs on sale to the public. The 
daily Beijing Ribao reported a “silliness” in a 
small village near here where a “magic white 
powder” was being sold for every kind of 
illness — in fact it turned out to be fine sand. 

Palmistry is making a comeback. In 
Wuhan, central China, an old woman was 
telling people's fortunes by reading their 
fingerprints, and a pamphlet on palmistry was 
being distributed in the eastern province of 
Shandong. 

Astrology is popular, even amongst young 
people. The youth daily Zhangguo Qingnian 
Baa reported at the beginning of the year that 
some young couples had postponed their 
wedding for 1 2 months because 1 980 was the 
year of the monkey and the animal has a 
particularly bad reputation in China.

Suharto calls on OPEC 


to end Iraq-Iran war 


BALI, Indonesia, Dec, 15 (Agencies) — 
Indonesian President Suharto Monday 
opened the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) semi-annual 
conference here with a call for a quick solu- 
tion to the lran-Iraq war within the “OPEC 
family 1 . The president said the oil ministers 
should adopt a" wise attitude" that would be 
“conducive" to ending the three- month-old 
Gulf conflict. 

“As members of the big family of OPEC, it 
is the duty of us all to adopt a wise attitude, in 
creating an atmosphere and a condition that 
will be conducive to the solution" , he said. “ I 
would like to make an honest appeal here 
from Bali to our beloved brothers who are 
now in dispute — Iran and Iraq — to seek the 
best conceivable solution to their conflict as 
soon as possible. 

•■In conformity with the teachings of Islam 
and of Muhammad the prophet," he went on, 
“let us settle the dispute between us like we 
settle it among brothers within the family". 

Restoration of peace between Iran an Iraq 
would consolidate the force of OPEC for the 
well-being of the entire world. President 
Suharto added. He suggested the meeting 
here Monday might produce a fresh wind for 
mutual understanding among the OPEC 
members. 

OPEC outgoing President Algerian Oil 
Minister Beikacem Nabi backed the presi- 
dent's appeal for peace, commenting that the 
conference had been made difficult by the

KUWAIT. Dec. 15 (AP) — Kuwait has 
extended two loans totaling $34 mil- 
lion to Bangladesh and Congo, the official 
Kuwait News Agency (KUNA) reported 
Monday. KUNA said die Congo loan of $24 
million will be utilized for railway develop- 
ment, while the $13 million loan to Banglad- 
esh for expanding electric power distribution. 

The Bangladesh loan is repayable over 25 
years at an interest rate of 1 .5 percent with an 
initial interest-free period of five yean. The 
Congo loan carries an interest rate of 3.5 per 
cent. It will be added to two previous Kuwaiti 
loans totalling $18.5 million to be repaid by 
the year 2001.

Nabi also 
said OPEC needed to put up oil prices on the 
basis of inflation to maintain proudeer coun- 
tries' purchasing power. 

Later the ministers have agreed on an 
agenda and will discuss proposals to boost 
prices, Venezuelan Oil Minister Humberto 
Calderon Bern said Monday. Calderon Bertx, 
who is becoming de facto conference 
spokesman, told reporters that the agenda 
did not include a separate item on the Iran- 
Iraq war. 

He said Iran, however, appeared likely to 
make a statement calling for the release of 
their captured Oil Minister Muhammad 
Javad Tonguyan, pn Iraqi prisoner of war. 

The agreed agenda, he said, covered 
prices, th e election of a new secretary general 
and budget at the 13-member cartel. 

The agenda agreement marks the first 
show of any semblance of OPEC unity since 
the outbreak of the Gulf war. Calderon Berti 
said the meeting might end by Tuesday morn- 
ing if dosed-door deliberations went well. 

He expressed optimism about the organ- 
izations future. He reiterated support for a 
long-term indexing system that would push 
average price up by about two to three per 
cent, in real terms, in stages next year. 

But the minister, a past OPEC president 
who tries to mediate internal disputes, noted 
there could be no such move until price unity 
was restored. He would like to see a$32 base 
price. Current prices range from 30 dollars to 
$37. He said he had met privately with the 
delegations from both Iran and Iraq, but held 
out no hope for an early end to the conflict. 
Calderon Beni was speaking during an 
impromptu press. 

Calderon said Iran asked for the agenda to 
include die case of its captured Oil Minister 
whose portrait occupied his empty chair at 
the opening ceremony. But Iraq refused to 
discuss it and other delegates did not want it 
on the agenda. Exclusion of the case from the 
agenda did not mean that Iran would not be 
able to make a statement about it, Calderon 
said. “I expect they are going to make a 
statement," he added. 

Earlier. Iran's Deputy Oil Minister Hasan 
Sadat had hinted that he was ready to com- 
promise on the agenda. “As far as we are 
concerned we wanted this (the Gulf war) to 
be discussed by presenting tire picture of his 
excellency (the captured minister) we think it 
has been discussed," he told Reuter.

Soviets order increase 
in meat, milk production 


MOSCOW, Dec. 15 (AP) — A Commun- 
ist Party Central Committee decree pub- 
lished Sunday orders creation of a cash- 
incentive plan designed to increase meat and 
milk production and protect herds from the 
current feed problems. Under the plan, 
republic would compete against republic, 
autonomous region against autonomous reg- 
ion and collective farm against collective 
farm for cash prizes awarded on perfor- 
mance. Successful farms would also get buses 
and cars. 

Top prizes are to range from $7,750 for 
state and collective farms to $155 thousand, 
for republics. One Western' analyst said the 


decree reflects “substantial concern at high 
levels about dedining meat production and 
even’more concern about dedining dairy pro- 
duction." 


Meat production increased every year 
from 1976 to 1979 but overall production 
was sun well below levels anticipated in the 
five-year plan ending Dec. 3 1 . Meat produc- 
tion so far this year is down slightly from a 
year ago, according to official Soviet statis- 
tics. Milk production dedined in both 1978 
and 1 979 and production during the first nine 
months of 1980 was also behind production 
last year, the statistics show.

OECD asked to help solve 


6 serious economic crisis 


PARIS, Dec. 15 (AFP) - Paced with the 
most serious economic crisis of the post-war 
era, the industrial democrades are looking to 
the Organization for Economic Cooperation 
and Development (OECD) to belpfmda way 
out of it The challenge they have to meet 
involves the tiring cost of energy, a potential 
threat of shrinking o3 supplies and high infla- 
tion combined with low growth and soaring 
unemployment. 

The 24 member countries, representing 
the wodefs main three industrial regions — 
Western Europe, North America as well as 
Japan, Australia and New Zealand, the most 
advanced nations of the Far East and the 
Pacific — have still to find an answer to these 
problems. But because of the growing inter- 
dependence of their economies — which the 
OECD has helped foster since its creation 20 
years ago by promoting free trade and finan- 
cial flows — -they are well aware that no single 
government ran hope to find the solutions on 
its own. 

“ We are tied together, whether we like it or 
not," says Ambassador Herbert Salzman, the 
U.S. permanent representative to the 
OECD. “We can't do without the consulta- 
tive process... if we didn' t have the OECD, we 
would have to invent it." 

In the view of his Norwegian Colleague- 
Ambassador Jens Boyesen, die OECD is 
“more important than evei*’, and its mem- 
bers should try to “break new ground” to 
achieve a new basis for growth and “a more 
global perspective’' . These views are echoed 
in most of the 24 delegations which represent 
national a dminis trations. To insiders one of 
the striking features about the organization' s 
activities is its capacity to adjust to new si tua- 
tions and problems.

Seven AFC dubs went into the final 
weekend in contention for the five playoff 
berths — Buffalo, Cleveland, Houston, Oak- 
land and San Diego, all with 10-5 records, 
and New England and Pittsburgh, both 9-6. 

In the NFC, Minnesota won the Central 
Division title for the 1 1th time in the last 13 
years and moved into the playoffs by beating 
the Cleveland Browns 28-23 — but it didn’t 
come easily. The Vikings needed a one- 
handed grab by Ahmad Rashad from a 
deflected desperate 46-yard heave by 
Tommy Kramer after time had expired to 
overcome the Browns. 

Meanwhile, Buffalo and Cleveland missed 
chances to wrap up AFC division titles by 
losing Sunday. 

The Bills dropped a 24-2 decision to New 
England. They still lead the Patriots by one 
game, but must beat San Francisco next week 
to win the division. If the 49ers win and New 
England beats New Orleans, the Patriots 
would win the title because of a better record 
within the division. 

By losing to Minnesota, Geveland blew a 
chance to wrap up the AFC Central and 
dropped into a tie at 10-5 with Houston, 
which beat Green Bay 22-3. If those teams 
finish in a tie, Cleveland would be the division 
winner because of a better conference record. 

The defending Super Bowl Champion Pitt- 
sburgh Steelers. meanwhile, kept their slim 
playoff hopes alive by beating the Kansas 
Gty Chiefs 21 -16. The Steelers' only hope to 
make the playoffs is to beat San Diego in their 
season finale and hope New Orleans upsets 
New England. 

The Detroit Lions also kept their faint 
playoff hopes from dying by beating the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers 27- 14. It may be only 
a short reprieve, however, since the Los 
Angeles Rams can take the final NFC playoff 
spot by beating the Dallas Cowboys Monday. 

In other Sunday games, the Oakland Raid- 
ers edged the Denver Broncos 24-21, The 
Philadelphia Eagles beat the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals 17-3. the Gndnnati Bengals trimmed 
the Chicago Bears 17-14 in overtime and the 
Miami Dolphins defeated the Baltimore 
Colts 24-14. 

On Saturday, San Diego beat Seattle 21-14 
and Washington defeated the New York 
Giants 16-13. 

Malta stadium opens 

VALLETTA. Malta; Dec. 15 (R) — A 
stadium which for the first time indudes a 
grass soccer pitch, opened here Sunday but it 
may not be available for international 
matches because of a dispute between the 
government and Malta's Football Associa- 
tion.

MONTREAL, Dec. 15 (AP) — John 
McEnroe used his awesome serve and 
powerful pasting shots to defeat Vijay 
Amritraj 6-1 , 6-2.

During round- robin play 
be steamrolled past Wojtek Fibak of 
Poland, Amritraj and Hie Nastase of 
Romania before coming from behind to 
dispose of Eloit Teltscher of the United 
States in semifinal play. 

Amritraj, hoping to celebrate his 27th 
birthday with a victory, completed 
round-robin play with a 2-1 won-lost 
record. Amritraj was winless in seven pre- 
vious encounters against McEnroe, and 
lost 3-6, 2-6 when they met earlier in the 
tournament. 

In the opening set, McEnroe broke his 
opponent’s serve three times and coasted 
to an easy 6-1 triumph. McEnroe made 


good on more than 60 per cent of his first 
serves and only double faulted twice. In 
the second set, McEnroe broke Amritraj 4 s 
serve in the fourth game to take a big lead, 
but Amritraj broke McEnroe’s serve in 
the next game to stay within striking dis- 
tance. 

McEnroe broke service twice in the 
final set and blew his fourth ace past the 
beleaguered Amritraj to capture the 
match. Asked tf the victory was as easy as 
it appeared, McEnroe replied: “easier 
than it looked. “ You know. I’ve played 
him seven or eight limes or whatever now 
and he hasn' t beaten me , so 1 guess you get 
confident after a while.” he said. 

McEnroe added [hat his strategy was to 

keep Amritraj in the back court guessing. 
“He wasn't sure of himself and that’s the 
way you warn your opponent to be." 
McEnroe said. 

Although pleased with his serves, 
McEnroe said he was most satisfied with 
the fact he was able to stay back and 
exchange long volleys. Amritraj was dis- 
appointed that he had again failed to beat 
McEnroe, but took solace in the fact that 
be is beginning to understand why he con- 
sistentiy loses to him.

Nash regains European lightweight title 


DUBLIN, Dec. 15 (AFP) - Charlie Nash 
of northern Ireland showed he had lost none

Leon, previously unbeaten, was fighting out- 
side his country for the first time and the 29 
year-old Irishman had too much ring craft in 
this battle (rf southpaws. He showed he could 
take his opponents heavy punching in his 
stride and counter quickly and effectively. 

It was the first European title fight to be

Regidor wins Argentina race 


BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 15 (R) — Argen- 
tina’s Regidor Sunday won die Gran Prenrio 
Carlos Pellegrini, South America’s most 
important horse race, taking the $318,000 
first prize, beating Mountdrago, another local 
horse, by a neck. 

Brazil's dark brown, ridden by Antonio 
Bolin o, was third and Argentina’s Lucky 
Way , ridden by Ruben Galloso, was fourth. 
Pre-race favorite Tclescopio, also of Argen- 
tina, finished way behind. European and U.S. 
were major disappointment. The event had 
attracted three runners from France — Pro- 
vidential, Soldi Rouge and Perouges - one 
from West Germany — Polish-bred Pawi- 


ment — and the ex-French Yvonand, now 
owned by an American. 

Regidor , ridden by Alberto Pla. beat 
Mountdrago, ridden by Ruben Lai tan, by a 
neck in a two-horse finish over the 2,400 
meters San Isidro course. 

Regidor had finished third behind Preten - 
tioso and Mountdrago in the Gran Premio 
National on November 9.

Then 
he resisted a late challenge from Mount- 
drago. The race was watched by 100,000 
people on a warm, sunny day.

It is said that honesty is the 1 
best policy, but there are 
tiififtfi in bridge when a 
declarer can afford to be less 
than totally honest These 
cases generally fall into the 
'area of play called deception, 
which means that declarer 
adopts a method of play that 
he hopes will deceive the 
defenders. 

For example, take this case 
where West leads a spade. 
East wins the five with the 
ace, on which declarer plays 
the queen! South’s play is 
unusual, to say the least, but it 
isweH-fotmded. 


Let’s suppose that South, in- 
stead, plays file four of spades 
on East’s ace. In that case, if 
East is a good defender, he 
knows that declarer has two 
spade stoppers — precisely 
tbeK-Q! It is impossible, from 
East’s viewpoint, for South to 
have opened a 16-to-18 point 
notrump bid without both 
those cards. 

East would therefore 
recognize the futility of a 
spade continuation at trick 
two and would shift to the king 
of hearts, hoping to find West 
with four hearts to the ten and 
thus defeat the contract 

But if South, judging that 
West’s five was his fourth best 
spade, drops his queen erf 
spades on East’s ace at trick 
one. East is mnch more likely 
to return a spade at trick two. 
East would reason that West’s 
opening lead came from the 
10-8-7-5-4 of spades rather than 
the 10-8-7-5. 

Declarer would now came 
home a winner instead of a 
loser. He wins the spade 
return with the king, leads the 
jack of dubs, and finesses. 
True, the finesse loses to 
East’s king, and East con- 
fidently plays a third round of. 
spades, expecting to beat the 
contract by scoring four spade 
tricks and a dub. But after 
South unexpectedly produces 
the f (hit of spades. East would 
realize that he bad been hood- 
winked and he’d say to South, 
“Nice play.”

Polish private farmers threaten strike 


WARSAW, Dec. 15 (Agencies) — Polish 
private farmers are threatening to strike at 
the end of the month if the government 
refuses to register their independent union. 

Delegates claiming to represent 600 ,000 of 
the nation's 4.5 million private farmers spel- 
led out unanimous demands at a boisterous 
meeting Sunday that followed weekend 
appeals for calm and national unity from the 
Roman Catholic church and Solidarity, the 
nation's largest independent trade union. 

The fanners demanded that the Polish sup- 
reme court register their union as a legal 
organization in a ruling expected Dec. 30. 
They also demanded that the 1.1 million 
workers on state and collective farms be 
allowed to join their union, that the govern- 
ment give equal support to private and state 
farms and that their right to own property be 
guaranteed. 


Government sources said the supreme 
court might not be able to approve the regist- . 
ration until a law is enacted declaring farmers 
to be workers. ” 1th ink enough delegates 
should appear in front of the court... to 
demonstrate their determination and fight 
for their right to their own 00100 ," one 
farmer said Sunday. 

Agricultural workers make up 35 per cent 
of the Polish work force, and the private far- 
mers account for three-fourths of the nation’s 
agricultural production. Poland is the only 
East Bloc nation where most of the farms are 
in private hands. 

Meanwhile, fears increase that old wounds 
will be reopened Tuesday with the inaugura- 
tion of a monument to the death of 45 work- 
ers ten years ago by troops and police in a 
strike against government measures.

Bani-Sadr zeroes on assets 


TEHRAN. Dec. 15 (Agencies) — Presi- 
dent Abolhassan Bani-Sadr blamed the 
United States Monday for the delay in freeing 
the 52 American hostages in Iran and angled 
out the unfreezing of Iranian assets as the 
most important condition for their release. 

"In my view the principle reason for the 
delay in resolving the hostage issue lies in the 
hands of those who hold real power in the 
United States." the president told a press 
conference. He said that if the United States 
dearly accepted the four release conditions 


Gold prices up; 
dollar retreats 


LONDON, Dec. 15 (AP) — The dollar 
retreated sharply on world foreign exchanges 
Monday, and the gold price rebounded from 
its slump late last week. Dealers attributed 
the events to lower Eurodollar interest rates 
in anticipation of and oil price increase from 
the Bali conference oF the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. 

London’s five bullion houses fixed a 
recommended morning gold price of S58I a 
troy ounce, up from $560.50 at the dose on 
Friday. In Zurich, gold traded at a median 
$582.50 an ounce, up from $553.50. 

Earlier in Hong Kong, gold dosed at 
$580.45 up $5.82. Silver rose sharply. It was 
quoted in London mid- morning at$15.90 an 
ounce, up from $14.85. 

In London, the pound was worth $23345. 
Earlier in Tokyo, the dollar dropped sharply 
against the yen to Finish at 208 yen from 
21UA0 on Friday. 

Money dealers said Eurodollar interest 
gates were the major factor influencing the 
U.S. currency and Monday’s were sharply 
lower. Six-month Eurodollar deposits were 
being quoted at 18 Vs per cent from 20 per 
cent or more laic last week. 

U.S. banks raised their prime lending rates 
to a record-equalling 20 per cent last week, 
causing the dollar to take off on world money 
markets. 


set by Iran six weeks ago "then the crisis is 
resolved.” 

But Bani-Sadr laid particular emphasis on 
one of the demands, that the United States 
release impounded Iranian assets variously 
estimated at between $8 billion and $14 bil- 
lion. "In short, we must get the money we 
have in the United States before the crisis can 
be resolved," said the president, who favored 
an early release of the hostages. 

Bani-Sadr said he was not referring to 
money deposited in the United States and 
elsewhere by the late Shah, which Iran also 
wants back as part of its release terms, sug- 
gesting this was less of a problem in the hos- 
tage dealings. Tehran has been conducting a 
dialogue with Washington through Algerian 
intermediaries since the terms were set by the 
Majlis on Nov. 2. 

Meanwhile, the Carter administration 
dimissed as "ludicrous’ an assertion by 
Bani-Sadr that Carter may have lost interest 
after the election in securing the release of 
the hostages. “It is probably true that Jimmy 
Carter wanted to solve the Columbia Broad- 
casting System television network's 60 
minutes program. 

“But there's a difference between Jimmy 
Carter before-the elections and Jimmy Carter 
after the elections” he said. “That is, the 
motivation to bring about the release of the 
hostages is gone." 

Baai-Sadr said he thought Carter “either 
wants to solve the problem in such a way that 
criticism against him is minimized, or he will 
leave the problem for Mr. Reagan," The 
president-elect 

Asked about the Iranian's charge, a White 
House spokesman said Sunday night that “ we 
wouldri t want to dignify that with a com- 
ment If s just ludicrous. Hie record speaks 
for itself. " 

Asked if he thought the United States and 
Iran must become allies to ensure their sec- 
urity, Bani-Sadr replied : “If you mean the 
power of the United States to be allied with 
Iran, it is exactly like the unity of die wolf and 
the sheep.... in any kihd of alliance with the 
United States, we wQl be the sheep. ”

Apparently the Soviet Union is less con- 
cerned by the internal situation in Poland, 
which, according to the Novosti agency, is 
now secured by tbe “shield” of its allies, but 
by the alleged efforts of die West to destabil- 
ize the Warsaw regime. 

Last week for the first time a top figure in 
the Kremlin, Defense Minister Dmitri 
Ustinov, directly accused the West “of pre- 
judicing socialist Poland.” 

His remarks were echoed by Polish party 
chief Stanislaw Kama, who attacked “West- 
ern political forces who are supporting the 
enemies of sodalism and interfering in 
Poland's internal affairs.” 

Tbe Soviet press took up the theme, with 
the Novosti and Tass news agencies, along 
with the party paper Prtoda, and the army’s 
Red Star l aunching a barrage against die 
United States and NATO, talking of “black- 
mail a gainst socialist countries, meddling in 
Poland’s internal affairs as well as anti-Soviet 
and anti- socialist hysteria.” After last week's 
NATO ministerial meeting the reports 
became more precise, in an apparent bid to 
isolate “the big culprit” — the U.S.

PEKING, Dec. 15' (AFP) - The court 
judging 10 leaders of the Cultural Revolution 
did not meet Monday, an official spokesman 
announced. In Hong Kong, the left-wing 
daily Ta Rung Pao reported that tbe dial had 
been suspended until Wednesday. The news- 
paper’s correspondent gave no reason for the 
delay. 

Tbe official spokesman in Peking did not 
specify how long the trial would be post- 
poned. and also offered no explanation for 
the adjournment. There was no session Sun- 
day. 

The questioning of nine of the 10 defen- 
dants has ended. Only Jiang Qing, the widow 
of Mao Tse- Thug and the leader of the “Gang 
of Four,” remains to be interrogated. After 
Jiang is heard, Ta Rung Pao reported, the two 
tribunals — civil and military — hearing evi- 
dence will enter into a debate phase. 

Jiang was removed from the courtroom 
Friday when she insulted a witness , the pro- 
secutors and judges. A session appeared orig- 
inally to have been planned for Monday, 
according to the television schedule 
announced Sunday night Tbe program had 
mentioned a brief summary of the da/ s hear- 
ing. 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 1 5 ( AP) — Ameri- 
can liberal organizations, far from giving in 
after last month’ s election debacle, are fight- 
ing bade, buoyed by dramatic surges in mem- 
bership and contributions. “We're going on 
the offensive,” says Harry Maigolis of the 
Americans for Democratic Action. 

“The anesthesia of the Carter years is 
overj’ says consumer advocate Ralph Nader. 

"People have responded by pulling 
together," says the president of the National 
Organization for Women (NOW), Eleanor 
Smeal. 

In organization after organization. Liberal 
spokesmen say the Conservative victories of 
the last election have rekindled Liberal pas- 
sions. By the end of November, NOW 
reported gaining 12,000 new members, car- 
rying it past 125,000. “The volume is to a 
point where I hope we don't drop dead from 
the activity," says Smeal 


on what it saw gs “the enhanced threat to civil 
rights” posed by the election results.' So far. 
the organization reports receiving 3,000 
responses. Although the money hasrrt beep 
tallied, with estimates of $20 to $25 per 
envelope, it adds up. NOW estimates that 
dues and contributions added half a million 
dollars to its treasury in November. 

Part of the ACLU campaign consisted of a 
full-page ad in the New York Times showing a 
figure representing the right-wing Moral 
Majority group riding Unde Sam like a 
horse.
